R.S. 46(i))|86-T,—The following Rules, made 
by the Chairman, Rajya Sabha, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph 
8 of I'he Tenth &hedulc to the Constitution of 
India, and which came into force on the 18th March, 
1986, are hereby published for general informa¬ 
tion .— 

THE MEMBERS OF RAJYA SABHA (DIS¬ 
QUALIFICATION ON GROUND OF ElEFEC- 
riON) RULES, 1985 

In exercise of ihe powers conferred oy paragraph 
8 of the Tenth Schedule to the Conslitutfon of India, 
the Chairman, Rajya Sabha, hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules, namely ;— 

1. Short tide.—These rules may be called the 
members of Rajya Sabha (Disqualification on ground 
of Defection) Rules, 19S5. 

2. Deftnitions.—In these rules, urlcSs the context 
otherwise requires :— 

(a) ‘Bulletin’ means the Bulletin of the Coun¬ 
cil of States (Rajya Sabha); 

(b) ‘Committee’ means the Committee of Privile¬ 
ges of the Council of States (Rajya Sabha) ; 

(c) ‘Council' means the Council of States 
(Rajya Sabha) ; 

(d) ‘Form’ means a form appended to these 
rules; 

(e) ‘date of commencement', In relation to 

these rules, means the date on which these 
rules take efl'ect under sub paragraph (2) 
of paragrap.h S of the Tenth Schedule; 

(f) ‘leader’ in relation to a legislature party, 

means a member of the party chosen by 
it as its leader and includes any other 
member of the party amhorised by the 
party to act in the ab.scncc of the leader 
as, or discharge the functions of, the leader 
of the party for the purposes of these 
rules ; 

(g) ‘member’ means a member of the Council 

of Slates (Rajya Sabha); 

(h) ‘Tenth Schedule’ means the Tenth Schedule 
to the Constitution of India : 

(i) ‘Secretary-General’, means the Secie'.niv- 

General to the Council of States (Raiyn 
Sabha), and includes any person for the 
time being performing the duties of the 
Secrciary-Gen eral. 

3. Information to be furni.sbed by leader of a 
legislature party.—(I) The lender of each legislature 
party (other than a legislalurn party consisting 
of only one member) shall, within thirty 
days from the date of commencement of these 


imes or, where suen iegislalurc patty li ioimed 
aiier suen date, wiUiiu, ijuriy days truru the Oate 
or Its rormauoii, or in eitlicr case, vvithin such 
further pc-iod as the t^hmrman may lor sulheieni 
cause allow, lurnisu Lite louuwiug to the Cliairman, 
namely 

(a) a siaicjient t^iu vvriiingj eoinainmg iiic. 
names of jueiubers oi sucii legislature 
party logcuicr with otiicr particulars it- 
garaing such memoers as in i'orm-1, and 
me .names and Uejjgnarions ot tUe Mem¬ 
bers or sucU party wUo have uccn authorised 
by it lor commmiieaimg with the Chauman 
for purposes of these rules ; 

(b> a copy oi the rules and regulations (whethci 
known as such or as conthituiion or by 
any other name) of the pohtical party 
concerned; and 

(c) wiicre such legislature party has any separate 
set of rules and regulations (wuethei 
known as such or as constitudoii or Vj' 
any oi'her name), also a copy of such rmes 
and reguladons. 

(2) Where a legislature party consists of only 
one member, such member thall furnish ti copy ol 
tne rules and reguiaiions mentioned in clause (b) of 
sub-rule (1) to the Chairman within liiirly days from 
the date of commencement of these rules or, where 
he has become a member of the Council after such 
date, within ihirty days flora the date on which he 
has taken ins seal m the Council or, in ci'.ljer case, 
within such further period as the Chairman may 
for sufficient cause allow. 

(3) In the event of any increase in the strength 
of a legislatuie party consisiing of only one mem¬ 
ber, the provisions of sub-rule (1) shall apply in 
relation to such legislature party as If such legisla- 
ture party had been formed on tlie first date on 
which its strength incTcascd. 

(4) Vv/iieuevcr any change takes place in the iu- 
foimalion furnished by the leader ol a legislature 
party imder sub-mle (1) or by a member undei 
sub-rule (2), he shall, as soon as may be thereafter 
and in any case within thirty days from the date 
on which such change lias taken place or witliin 
such further i>eriod ai the Chairman may for suffi¬ 
cient cause allow, furnish in writing hiformation 
to the Chairman with respect to such change. 

(5) Where a Member belonging to any poliiical 
party votes or tibstains from voting in the Council 
contrary to any direction issued by such political 
party or by any perso.a or authority authorised by 
it in this behalf, without obtaining, in either case, 
the prior permission of such political paity, person 
or authority, the leader of the legislature party 
concerned or where such member is the leader, or 
as the case m.ay be, the sole member of such legisla¬ 
ture party, such member, shall, as soon as may be 
there^ter and In any case within thirlv days from 

1 C date of such voting or abstention, inform the 
chairman as in Form-TI whether such voting or 
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abstention has (it has nut been condoned by sucii 
political party, person or authciity. 

Explanation A member may be regarded ^ 
having abstainer! from voting only when he, being 
entitled to vote, voluntarily rclrained from voting. 


4. Information etc., to be furnished by mem¬ 
bers.—(1) Every member who has taken his seat in 
the Council before the date of commencement of 
these rules shall furnish to I'lie Secretary-General with¬ 
in thirty days from such date or within such further 
period as the Chainnan may for sullicient cause 
allow, a statement of parlicalars and dcclaiaiion as 
in Form-UI, 

(2) Eyery member who lakes his seat in the 
Council after the commenc.einenc of these rules shall, 
before making and subscribing an oath or affirma¬ 
tion under article 99 of the Constituljon and tak¬ 
ing his seat in the Council, deposit vntli the SeCret- 
^-General his election certificate or, as the case 
■ay, be, a certified copy of the iintificatioii nomi¬ 
nating him as a member and also furnish to the 
Secretary-Geneial a statement of particulars and 
declaration as in Form-Ill. 

Explanation.—For the purposes of this sub-rule, 
"Election Ceriificate” means the ceitificatc of elec¬ 
tion issued under the Representation of the People 
Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) and the rules made there¬ 
under. 

(3) A summary of the information furnished by 
the members under this rule shall he published in the 
Bulletin and if any discrepancy therein is pointed 
out to the satisfaction of the Chniiman, necessary 
corrigendum shall he published in the Bulletin. 

5, Register of infonnation ns to members,—(J) 
The Secretary-General slrall maintain, as in 
Form-IV, a red her based on the information fur¬ 
nished under rules 3 and 4 in relation to the mem¬ 
bers. 

(2) The Information in relation to each member 
shall be recorded on a separate page in the register.

(a) shall contain a concise statement of the 

material facts on which the petitioner 
relies; and 

(b) shall be accompanied by copies of the docu- 
meniary eviuencc. if any, on width the 
petitioner relics and where the petitioner 
relies on any information furnish^ to him 
by any person, a statement containing the 
names and addresses of such persons and 
the gist of such information as furnished 
by each such person. 

(5) Eyery petition shall be signed by the peti¬ 
tioner and verillcrl in t.he manner laid down in the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 190R (5 of 1908), for the 
verification of pleadings, 

(6) Every annc.curc to the petition shall also "be 
signed by the petitioner and verified in the same 
manner as the petition, 

7. Procedure.— (1) On receipt of a petition under 
rule 6, the Chairma.i shall consider whether the 
petition complies with the requirements of that 
rule. 

(2) If the petition does not comply with the re¬ 
quirements of lule 6, the Chairman sliall dismiss 
the petition and intimate I he petitioner accordignly. 

(3) If the petition complies with the requirements 
of rule 6, the Chairman shall cause copies of the 
petition and of the annexures thereto to be for¬ 
warded— 

(a) to the member in relation to whom the 

petition has been made, and 

(b) where such member belongs to any Icaisla- 

ture party and such petition has not been 
made by the leader thereof, also to such 
leader, 

and .such member or leader shall, within seven 
days of the r^c^ipt of such copies, oi within such 
further period as the Chairman may for sufficient 
cause allow, fonvanl his comments in writing there¬ 
on to the Chairman, 

(4) After considering the comments, if any, in 
relation to the petidon. received under sub-rule (3) 
within the period allowed (whether oiiginally or on 
extension under that snb-rule), the Chairman may 
cither proceed to dciM'inhie llie question or, if he is 
satisfied, having regard to the nature and circums¬ 
tances of the case that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do, refer the petition to the committee for 
making a pre'iniinarv’ inquiry and submitting a 
report to him 

(5) The Chairman shall, ns soon as may be after 
referring a petition to the Committee under sub- 
nile (4), intimare the petitioner accordinvlv .and 
make an announcement with respect to such refer¬ 
ence in the House or. if the House is not then in 
ses>non, cause the information as to the reference 
to be publish.’.d in the Bulletin. 
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(6) Where the Chairman make a reference under 
sub-rule (4) to tho Committee, be shall proceed to 
determine the question as soon as may be after 
receipt of the report from the Committee. 

(7) The procedure which shall be followed by 
the Chairman for deretmining any question and the 
procedure which shall be followed by the Comniittet 
for the purpose of making a preliminary inquiry 
under sub-rule (4) shall be, so far as may be, tljv 
same as the procedure applicable for the determina¬ 
tion by the Comiriittse of any question as to breach 
of privilege oi" the Council by a member, and 
neither the Cliairman nor the Committee shall come 
to any finding that a member has become subject 
tp disqualification under the Tenth Schedule with¬ 
out affording a reasonable opportunity to such 
member to represent his case and to be heard in 
iserson, 

8. Decision on petitions.—(1) At the conclusion 
of the consideration of the petition, the Chairman 
shall by order in writing,— 

(a) dismiss the petition, or 

(b) declare that the member in relation to whom 
the petition has been made has become

subject to disqualification under the Tenth 
Sch^ule, 

and cause copies of the order to be delivered or 
forwarded to the petitioner, the meipber in relation" 
to whom the petition has been made and to the 
leader of the legislature party, if any, concerned, 

(2) Every decision declaring a member to have 
become subject to disqualification under the Tenth 
Schedule shall be reported to the Council forthwith 
if the Council is in session, and if the Council is not 
in session immediately after the Council reassembles. 

(3) Every decision referred to in sub-rule (1) shall 
be published in the Bulletin and notified in the 
Official Gazette and copies of such decision shall be 
forwarded by the Secretary-General to the Election 
Commission of India and the Central Government. 

9. Directions as to detailed working of these rules.— 
The Chairman may, from time to time, issue such 
directions as he may consider necessary in regard to 
the detailed working of these rules.
